Make no doubt you have been inform'd 
of the Inftances I have made to the Re- 
gents of the Canton of Berne, to prevail 
with them to caufe to depart the Country of 
Vaux, all the Rebel-Subjects of the King my 
Matter that were got together there ; as 
foon as thofe Wretches were gone out of 
that Country, they retir’d into the Pouren- 
tru; I caus’d a Reprefentation to be made to 
the Bifhop of Bafil, that feeing their Stay on 
his Territofies might Umbrage to the 
King, I hop’d he would not permit them to 
tarry longer there, and that Prelate was 
pleas’d forthwith to expel them. I know 
thofe Fellows are actually in your laudable 
Canton, and that moft of them have their 
Abode even in your laudable Town ; I in- 
treat you therefore, magnificent Lords, to 
be pleas'd to give Order. that they ftay there 
no longer, 
your Territories: They are Rebel-Subjects 
of the King, Men that declare publickly 
they wait on yonr Territories only for Or- 
ders from the Potentates that are Enemies of 
his Majefty. . All this makes me hope, you 
will give me Occafion to fend him an Ac- 
count of the Regard which: I flatrer my felf 
you will have for the Inftances I now make 
to you; it being befides conformable to 
your Alliance with his ee Tae I can af- 
fure you beforehand, he will rake it very 
kindly of you; I shall my felf preferve a 
grateful Remembrance of it, and fhall efteem 
my: felf very happy if you will give me an 
Opportunity to thew full Proof of that Gra- 
titude.

happy Men had never engag’d, had they not 
been profecuted and worry'd to go to Male 
for that is call’d obeying the King ; not to 
go to Mafs, is to difobey him, ’tis Rebellion, 
"Tis rue they took up Arms to defend them- 
felves again{t the Violences offer'd to their 
Confciences, and for that they are more to 
be pitied than blam’d: But without entrin 
into Difcuffions of this Nature I bean 
whether there is any Reafon to treat as Rebels 
Men that were carefs'd in France, that were 
won by Promifes, and were conducted under 
good Guards into Switzerland ; we fay no- 
thing in this but what is true, and known te 
all the World 3 and yet thefe very Men are 
the Mifcreants and Rebels fo much vilified, 
and follow'd by Perfecutions into forreign 
Ccuntrys, even into your laudable Canton 
where we ought to be unmoletted, . 

Magnificent Lords, we are ready to depart 
from hence, whenever your Lordfhips {hall 
command us ; we have even taken Meafures 
to procure a Retreat elfewhere, and onl 
wait foran Anfwer from Infpruch, which we 
fhall have in a few Days; till that Anfwer 
come permit us, if it pleafe your Magnificent 
Lordhips, to fojourn in your chief Town ; 
and be perfwaded of our moft refpe&tful Ac- 
knowledgment, and that we will always pray 
for the Profperity of your Lordhhips,
